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PICKRERAPS 
OFFICIAL FOR 
BARRING FILM 


Says Action Is An Infringe- 


ment On Freedom To 


Express Ideas. 


BLAMES CO O P E R 


"The 
Big House" Is Center of 


Action In Ohio Party. 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 6.— "Un- 


justifiable censorship of (movie) 
films is as much an infringement 
on freedom to express ideas as 
would be curtailment of the liberty 
of the newspapers," declares for- 
mer Lieutenant Governor William 
G. PJckrel, Dayton, Democratic 
nominee for the lieutenant govern- 
orship, in a statement issued to- 
day from Democratic- state head- 
quarters.. 


In this statement, Pickrel takes 


exception to, the alleged refusal on 
the part of the present state ad- 
ministration to permit the show- 
Ing in Ohio theaters and movie 
houses of the picture entitled "The 
Big House." This picture depicts 
prison conditions similar to those 
in Ohio penitentiary last spring 
when flre resulted in the death of 
more than 300 prisoners. 


"I am assured by the concur- 


rence in judgment of officials of 
other states and ojialified picture 
critics that there are no defensible 
reasons for barring the film in 
question from Ohio," continued 
Pickrel. "It is inconceivable that 
the simple matter of passing, or 
rejecting, a movie fflm should be- 
come a baffling problem of state- 
craft too intricate for immediate 
solution by a governor." 


The statement asserted that 


state censorship officials failed to 
permit the showing of this picture 
and, without offering legal grounds 
for prohibiting its display, declin- 
ed, ,fpr 
.iths, to make an official 


ruling, .a the admlaaibiUty of the 
fflrk 
1 "Theater owners, who charged 
that concern oyej: possible politi- 


vjinctiea, pointed to the fate of 
thx£e " other pictures — 'Numbered 
Men,' 'The Convict'* Code,' and 
"The Squealer,' " Jhe statement 
continues. 


"Through all of these pictures 


runs a prison story based upon 
over-crowded conditions surround- 
ing convicts, they assert. None of 
them can be barred on moral, or 
legal grounds.

"They ascribe the policy of de- 


ferring an official ruling to reluc- 
tance of Governor Cooper's admin- 
istration to have public interest 
centered upon Ohio penal condi- 
tions and the penitentiary fire dur- 
ing the election camp?'?n. 


"Meanwhile, protests accumu- 


lated as Ohio residents of border 
towns crossed state boundaries to 
view 'The Big House' in neighbor- 
ing communities and came away 
to testify that their morals were 
unsullied, their minds undefined, 
but that their appreciation of the 
problem of prison reform was In- 
tensified."

NFW YORK, Sept. 6 — Tha 


giant liner Leviathan suddenly 
went out of control today as she 
was negotiating the Hudson River, 
out-ward bound, smashed into a 
derrick lighter, sinking it, and 
then crashed her bulk against 
three piers, 41, 40, and 42 


The big ship coming down the 


river under her own power when 
her whistle shrieked a signal that 
she had gone ont of control and 
the flag signal " out of control" 
was hoisted to warn shipping. 


Soon after, the Leviathan drop- 


ped anchor as she was swinging 
dangerously near shore. 


The current took the ship 


around and the lighter, which was 
tied up at pier No . 40, foot of 
Morton Street which is at the 
Greenwich Village section of Man- 
hattan, was struck. The nearby 
piers also felt the crush" of the 
liner's bulk but were not seriously 
damaged. 


Eight tugs raced to the rescue 


of the Leviathan and swung her 
out to midstream. She then pro- 
ceeded on her way. 


It was later reported that two 


railroad lighters were also struck 
by the ship when it swung around 
after anchoring. 


The Leviathan had left pier 86 


at 10 30 on her trip to Cherbourg 
and Southampton. 


She carried 538 passengers, 128 


of them in first class.
